River Flow Recedes 


—Pumps Save Groves 


This week's rending of the Stm Gab- 


riel river flow* shows that the stream is 
running eleven hundred inches, which 
is the lowest it has been since 1904. 


The good business judgment of the 


irrigating boards of the vnlley saved 
the ranchers this year from something 
which would be just abont a disaster. 
The Azusa Irrigating Company, the 
Covina Irrigating Company, the Con- 
tract Water Company, and other water- 
developing concerns, have bren putting 
down big wells and equipping them 
during the lust ton yi'tir.s. Some of those 
wells have not. been used, others have 
been used just a month or so in n 
year. 


This year they arc all ready and nro 


pouring the life-sustaining M!reams info 
thu conduits, and" the trees of the val- 
ley will show, no signs of any drought, 
according to statements made this week 
by the irrigating company directors. 


Throughout the vnlley there are signs 


of the extreme drouth. There are cm- 
calyptus trees at various places that 
.ire dying on account of t4o fact^. that 
tho rainfall last year did not pene- 
irate to the lower root-levels. The black 
acacia has dried up in.-some 'places. It 
will be a hard year for any kind of 
vegetation that is not irrigated.
